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SEVERAL of the new recruiting detail arrived in 
New York this week and will formally report to the 
Superintendent on Friday next, Oct. 1. 








THE ‘‘ Hilton Trophy” passed this week out of 
the possession of the Division of the Atlantic into 
that of the State of Massachusetts, as represented 
by the winning rifle team. 








OrpERS have been issued from the Navy Depart- 
ment for the necessary repairs to the Alert, now at 
the Mare Island yard, Cal., and instructions given 
to have her completed within sixty days. It will 
require about $20,000 to put her in good condition 
for sea again, 








A SMALL revolution was attempted in Madrid on 
the evening of September 20 by some of the Spanish 
troops stationed in that city. It amounted to little 
more than a mutiny and was speedily quelled, not, 
however, before several officers and soldiers had 
been killed. All of the officers implicated have 
been condemned to death. 








THE annual reports of Division and Department 
Commanders and others began to arrive in Wash- 
ington this week and as soon as considered by the 
Secretary of War will be given out for publication. 
Our columns, from week to week, keep close up 
with current events of interest to the Services, but 
we hope to reproduce in due season the chief fea- 
tures of the reports. 








WE stated that the Army and Navy General Hos- 
pital at Hot Springs will be open for patients in 
October. This was the intention, but unfortunately 
the opening will be delayed until December. The 
appropriation for some necessary work in furnish- 
ing the buildings, such as mantels and grates, bath 
tubs, heating bath house, etc., were not passed until 
the very last days of the session of Congress, and 
the contracts are not made for the above work yet, 
and there are so many delays about all Government 
work, in advertising for thirty days and referring 
proposals to Washington, that delay is unavoidable. 
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THE new cruiser Atlanta seems to have been 
launched under a lucky star. From the start her 
record has been satisfactory ; and from the report 
of the run from New York to Newport, whence she 
has gone for compass adjustment, it appears that 
fortune has not deserted her. During her run 
through Long Island she averaged a fair speed, and 
the engines performed satisfactorily. Should the 
Atlanta find herself to the southward ot Cape Hat- 
teras during the present trip, she might encounter 
all the ‘‘ weather” requisite for a trial trip at sea, 
especially if she should encounter the earthquake 
Which the alarmist WicGnes tells us is to result from 
the shifting of the centre of gravity of the earth on 
the 29th of September, creating great disturbance 
along a belt running from Fernandina, Fla., and 
thence to Galveston and Houston, Texas. 








THE present Boston is the fourth of the name 
borne on the Navy List of the United States, omit- 
tng from the enumeration the vessel of this name 
which was sunk on Lake Champlain Oct. 12, 1776. 
The first ship to bear this name was built in Boston, 
Mass., in 1776. She mounted twenty-four guns 
and was captured at Charleston, 8. C., May 12, 1780, 















by the English squadron when that city surrendered. 
At the time she was commanded by Capt. SAMUEL 
TUCKER, appointed March 15, 1777. The second 
Boston was a ship of twenty-eight guns, 250 men, 
and was of 700 tons burthen. Like the first, she, 
too, was built at Boston in 1799. She carried a 


Minister to France, and afterwards made a cruise. 


in the Mediterranean. She was burned at Wash- 
ington, D. C., by the British in 1814. The third 
Boston was also constructed in the city whose name 
she bore, in 1825. This one was also a ship of 700 
tons, and carried a battery of eighteen guns. She 
was lost at Eletheura, W. I., Nov. 15, 1846. 








THE San Francisco Report expresses surprise to 
find a veteran General like Howarp complain- 
ing that General MILEs ignores him. ‘* When 
General Davis,” says the Report, ‘ virtually 
ignored General SCHOFIELD, in the conduct and 
conclusion of the Modoc war, SCHOFIELD 
was wise enough to drop the subject, and Howarp 
would do well to follow his predecessor’s example. 
Division Commanders, stationed at San Francisco, 
cannot direct Indian campaigns upon the Oregon 
or Arizona frontier.” ‘‘ It is interesting,” it adds 
‘to note that Mi_zs’s treatment of the Apaches is 
quite similar to Davis’s treatment of the Modocs. 
The Modoc chiefs were deported to Fort Klamath, 
where they were tried by a military commission 
(and executed.) The Apaches are hustled off to 
Florida, while GERONIMO and bis gang are taken to 
some place best known to Mies and the War De 
partment, where they, no doubt, will also be tried 
by a commission.” We have been aware for some 
time that the ranking officers of our Army found 
occasion for dissatisfaction in the disregard by the 
War Department of the usual routine in the trans- 
mission of orders. These have been sent direct from 
Washington to Department Commanders, and even 
to post commanders, and Division headquarters, in 
some cases, left in ignorance of the fact until the 
information came from subordinates. This is nat- 
urally calculated to disturb the equanimity of a di- 
vision commander, however much it may be sup- 
posed to promote the efficiency of the Army. 








ALTHOUGH the Act for the increase of the Navy 
came upon the Department in midsummer, when 
most of the officials and officers were off on a vaca- 
tion, considerable work has been done towards car- 
rying out its provisions. The plans and specifica- 
tions for one of the vessels (Baltimore) therein 
provided for have already been matured and bids 
invited for its construction. Advertisements and 
circulars have been issued inviting plans for the 
two armored cruisers, and bids have been invited 
fromiron and steel manufacturers for furnishing the 
heavy gun forgings and armor plates for all the ves- 
sels. A board, consisting of Naval Constructors 8. 
H. Pook, W. L. MINTONYE and W. H. VARNey and 
Asst. Naval Constructor Lewis Nrxon, has also been 
appointed, and is now at work examining into the 
condition of the double-turreted monitors, with a 
view to their completion, as directed in the Act. 
Another board, consisting of Captains HowELL and 
BRADFORD and Commander Goopricu, is at work 
arranging a contract with the Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun Company for the dynamite gun cruiser author- 
ized at a cost of $350,000; the Ordnance Bureau is 
maturing plans for the first- class torpedo boat au- 
thorized ata cost not to exceed $100,000, and a 
board, the detail of which has previously been pub- 
lished, has been appointed to conduct the experi- 








ments with torpedoes, for which purpose $75,000 
was provided. Thus it will be seen that a step, 
even if only initial, has been taken to carry out 
every provision of the bill. The bulk of the work 
1s, of course, yet to be done, and the Department 
will find it hard struggling to keep up with the 
work this autumn, especially since the annual re- 
ports, estimates, etc., are yet to be looked after. 








CONSIDERING the subject of our constantly in- 
creasing National surplus, about which the politi- 
cians, the papers and the politico economists are 
troubling themselves, the Real Estate Record says : 
‘*But why not take the bull by the horns and get 
rid of our surplus by spending it? Why not build 
a navy, encourage a merchant marine, fortify our 
defenceless cities, and make generous expenditures 
for our harbors and waterways? We could spend 
$500,000,000 to the immense advantage of the 
country. With that amount of money our sea coast 
could be made unassailable by means of fortifica- 
tions, floating batteries and torpedo boats. Our 
Navy could be reconstructed. We do not need ships 
of war for aggressive purposes, but we ought to en - 
courage the building of splendid American steam- 
ships and keep them plying between our own and 
foreign ports. Then wecould make a ship canal of 
the Erie, construct the Hennepin Canal and so join 
the Mississippi to the Lakes and New York ; $500,- 
000,000 thus spent ryould be worth $5,000,000,000 
in giving us a sense of security against foreign ag- 
gression, as well as in developing our internal and 
external commerce. The party who will favor these 
views, which will realize the imperial destiny of this 
nation is the one which will rule it for the next half 
century. But the contemptible chcese-paring and 
candle end saving of the HoLMANS, RANDALLS and 
CARLISLEs will disgust the country and discredit the 
party which they profess to lead.” 








AMERICAN ship builders do not seem to receive 
the invitation to bid for the construction of the 
new vessels of war, with that degree of enthusiasm 
which formerly showed itself when opportunity was 
afforded for a large government contract. A fort- 
night has elapsed since the advertisement was issued, 
and only one firm—the Union Ironworks of San 
Francisco—has thus far made application to exam- 
ine the specifications and plans prepared for the use 
of bidders. When bids were invited for the con- 
struction of the Chicago and other vessels three 
years ago, the ship builders were on hand some time 
before the advertisements were issued, and began 
overhauling the plans and forming their estimates 
the moment they were open for inspection. The 
officials of the Navy Department are not a little 
surprised at the backwardness of the builders this 
time, especially since the time for submitting bids 
is very short, and they are beginning to fee! a little 
suspicious of a boycott. Indeed, there are some 
who confidently assert that not a single bid will be 
submitted. They have several theories to explain 
this. In the first place they say there is no 
firm prepared to complete the vessels in the time 
officially advertised, and that builders are conse- 
qvently unwilling to risk the forfeit ot the large 
‘penal sum” required to be deposited. Mr. 
Roacn’s late experience with the Department has 
certainly not been such as to encourage ship 
builders to compete with him for its favors, espe 
cially as considerable trouble would likely be ex- 
perienced in getting bondsmen,

He was appointed 
an Ordnance storekeeper Aug. 3, 1841, and remained 
in that position until Juve 30, 1882, when he was re- 
tired for age under the act of that date. He was 
born in Pennsylvania, and when appointed to the 
Army was a resident of Illinois. 


Tue Philadelphia Evening Bulletin of September 
6 says: ‘Mrs. Mary Gamble, whose death occurred 
yesterday at Newark, N. J., had advanced well to- 
ward the completion of her‘Dinety-ninth year. She 
was born in Philadelpbia in February, 1788. Her 
father was Samuel Thomson, of this city, who held 
a commission in the Continental Army, and was 
present at the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, 
Va. She was,in all probability, the only person 
alive this year who had seen and spoken to General 
Washington. She was nine years of age when this 
event, memorable to her, happened, and she was 
fond of describing to her descendagts all the par- 
ticulars of the meeting with the illustrious chief. 
At the age of seventeen she was married to Joseph 
Gamble, who held a commission in the Navy when 
the War of 1812 occurred. He died within a year or 
two of his marriage, leaving one daughter, the 
widow of the late Commodore McKeever, who sur- 
vives heraged mother, and who is herself the mother 
of General Chauncey McKeever, U. 8. A.; J. Law- 
rence McKeever, of New York, and two daughters, 
at the house uf one of whom, Mrs. William Speiden, 
of Newark, the venerable lady resided during the 
latter part of her hfe. Her widowhood lasted over 
seventy years. It began before the battle of New 
Orleans and the battle of Waterloo. Mrs. Gamble 
was a courtly, refined, elegant lady of the old school, 
and she was fond of talking of her life as a young 
girl in Philadelphia, where she had many dear 
friends, wbo bave preceded her to the grave. Her 
memory began to fail shortly before her death, but 
her mind was clear in other respects, and she took 
much interest in her descendants and all that re- 
lated to them, recognizing gratefully the tender 
nn which made her closing years serene and tran- 
quil.” 


Last week we reported the death at London, Sep- 
tember 6, of Col. Lewis Carr, formerly a captuin of 
the lith U.S, Infantry. A correspondent writes: 
“Carr died from a stroke of paralysis. He was first 
smitten about four weeks ago, and was taken toa 
hospital, being entirely without means. We imme- 
diately provided for him and have taken good care 
of him since. He has not wanted any comfort or 
luxury, and has received the best medical attend- 
ance. Weshall buy a burial lot, see him properly 
interred and arrange for a suitable funeral. He was 
one of the most agreeable and bonorable gentlemen 
lever knew, and it is a great pity he should die here 
in destitution.

He incidentally 
informed me that he had relatives in Philadelphia, 
whom I judge to be people of wealth and position, 
but 1 do not know their names or address.”’

G. O. 65, H. Q. A., Sept. 17, 1886. 


By direction of the acting Secretary of War, par. 
692 of the Regulations (and G., O. 52, of 1883, from this 
office, amending the same) and pars. 693 to 696, in- 
clusive, of the Regulations, together with G. O. 30, 
of 1882, from this office, are rescinded, und the fol- 
lowing regulations are substituted therefor: 


692. Accounts for telegrams on military business, pre- 
pared in the name of the proper telegraph company, will, 
with the eaceptions stated in the tollowing paragraph (693), 
be settled aud paid by the Quartermaster's Department, 
through its disbursing officers, upon Form No, 13%. 

693. The exceptions to the foregoing regulation (692) are as 
followa, to wit: 

(1.) Accounts for telegratins which pass over any of the 
lines coustructed and operated along the bonded Pacitic 
railroads. 

(2.) Accounts for telegrams which pass partly over mili- 
tary telegraph lines and partly over connecting lines of pri- 
vate companies. 

(3.) Accounts for reimbursement of amounts paid by ofli- 
cers of the Army for telegraphic service which should be 
prepared upon Form No. 13. 

(4.) Accounts for telegrams on public business of a confi- 
dential nature where, in the opinion of the officers receiving 
or sending them, it is improper that copies should accom- 
pany the accounts, or where copies cannot be procured, or 
where it is questionable that the telegrams are on official 
business or that the segreg> should have been used. 

The accounts described in this paragraph will be forwarde | 
to the office of the Quartermaster General for transmission 
to = proper accounting officers of the Treasury for settic- 
ment. 

604. Where the gy ay or certified comes of telegrams are 
not furnished with the accounts, or where it is questionable 
that the telegrams are on official business, or that the tele- 
graph sbould have *n used,an explanatory letter from 
the officer who sends or the officer who reccives the tele- 
grams should accompany the account for consideration by 
the War Department. 

605. In counting the words of telegraphic messages, the 
following rules will be observed : Names of cities and places, 
when used to designate such cities or places, will be counted 
as one word, For example: New Orleans, New York, West 
Troy, Fort | etc, 

Words connected by a hyphen, as found in Webster's dic- 
tionary, will be counted as one word. For example : to-day, 
to-morrow, aide-de-camp, Quartermester-General, ete. 
Names of persons and y laces, when given to things, will be 
counted according to the number of distinct words in each. 
Names of steamers, Isanc Newton, two words: Maid of the 
Mist, four words. Names of hotels, Burnet House, two 
words; United States Hotel, three words. 

In cases of prefixes to surnames, such as Van, Mac or Mc, 

or St., 0’, De,as Van Vliet, McGregor, St. Nichols, O’Con- 
nor, De Witt, etc., the whole name will be counted aa one 
word. 
All words contained in oficial telegrams will be counted 
and allowed, including names and titles of parties addressed 
and of persons sending the telegrams, excluding only the 
name of the place from which transmitted and the date, and 
the words official business, which should appear upon each 
telegram. All unnecesfary words, including words of mere 
respect, will be omitted by tho sender ; the last name of the 
officer addressed, or hia title, and the Jast name of the officer 
sending the telegram, are often sufficient for the purpose in 
view, and officers are enjoined to be discreet in using as few 
words as are needful to convey the message iutellizivly. 

No settlement will be made with the telegraph otice to 
which a telegram is sent unless satisfectory proof be furn- 
ished that the office from which it has been sent bas made, 
and will make, no charge for the service,and care should bu 
taken that different officers, or the same officer, be not mis- 
led into double payment upon the same telegram by its pre- 
sentation for payment at different times or places. The 
guiie ip the preparation of telegraph accounts is the Post- 
master General’s annual circular on the subject, published 
in general orders from the Adjutant General's Office. The 
table of distances prepared by the Pay Department will 
govern unless in specific cases it be otherwise directed. 
Blank forms for use in telegraphing will be furnished upon 
application to the Quartermaster General. 

>. In each military department an officer of the Quarter- 
master’s Department will Se assigned by the department 
commander to the duty of adjusting and settling telegraph 
accounts, under the tstructions of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral; and, so far as possible, arrangements should be made 
to have all such accounts which may accrue in each depart - 
ment, respectively. presented to the oflicer so assigned, who 
will prepare and pay them, or forward them for payiwent, 
as the case may require. At independent posts or depots the 
officers of the Quartermaster’s Department there serving 
will perform this duty.

Commanding officers of posts where there are prisoners to 
be benefited by the above mentioned provision will immce- 
diately send tu the commandant of the Leavenworth Prison 
a listof names of prisoners who will probably be released 
at their sempective peste in the period between this date and 
January 1, 1887; and, beginning October 1, 1886, and will send 
a similar list in the first week of every quarter for the pe- 
riod covered by the next succeeding quarter for the period 
covered by the next succeeding quarter. Proper measurc- 
ments for coat, vest and trousers, and sizes for hat, shoes, 
and socks, for cach prisoner will be furnished with the list 
of names. The commandant will ther cause the clothing to 
be made up or procured and properly marked, by the 
package or otherwise, with the name of the prisoner for 
whom it is intended, and turn it over to the Quartermaster’s 
Department for delivery at its destination. The property 
will be accounted for in the same manner as that issue] to 
men released from the prison, and will not be taken up on 
property returns at the posts to which sont, 

Donations wil! be paid by chock, whieh will be forwarded, 
with the voucher upon ,which payment is to be receipted, 
to the otlicer who has the custody of the prisoner for whom 
the check is drawn, 9nd as soon as the payment shall have 
been made the receipted voucher will be returned to the 
commandant of the prison. 

Donations will continue to be paid at Alcatraz Island and 
at Fort Snelling from money reveived for prison Jabor, and 
will not be paid from the funds appropriated except when 
there shall be no earnings from which to pay it,

A CORRESPONDENT who served with the column of cav- 
alry, infantry, and Indian-Mexican scouts, commanded by 
lst Lieut. James Parker, 4th Cavairy, operating recently in 
Mexico, co-operating with Capt. Lawton’s column, sends us 
the following : 

The command left Cloverdale, N. M., July 14. It remained 
at Carretas, Mexico, July 18 to July 27, awaiting the arrival 
of Lieut. Gatewood, with two Chiricahua scouts, sent to 
communicate with the hostiles should they sue for terms. 
During the stay at Curretas the Mexican officials made some 
trouble, and it was learned afterwards that the State Gov- 
ernment of Chihuahua sent a force of 275 troops with orders 
to disarm the American troops and put them across the 
border; that the advance gu of this force, 75 in number, 
reached Carretas ranch two days after the American com- 
mand had left.

Here we met 
Capt. Lawton’s command, and it was thougbt best that Lieut. 
Gatewood should joinhim. From the Haros River the com- 
mand scouted east into the Sierra Madres. then north, co- 
operating with Lawton. On Aug. 23, the date the first over- 
tures were made by the Indians, the command was near the 
Indians and east of them, while Capt. Lawton was west of 
them. The command reached the United States Aug. 25and 
camped nearby during the negotiations between the hostiles 
and Gen. Miles. 

The officers attached to the column were Lieut. Richard- 
son, 8th Infantry, Lieut. Bullard, 10th Infantry, and Dr. Ban- 
ister, Medical Corps.

STANDING ROCK AGENCY. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes: We paid a recent visit to 
Standing Rock Agency or Fort Yates, to reach which it was 
necessary to cross the Missouri in a skiff. Tnis was done 
without accident, and we reached Fort Yates in time to wit- 
ness “guard mount.”’ We here met Capt. O. B. Reed and 
his charming wife, Lieut. Tompkins, and Surgeon Deeble. 
Through the courtesy of Capt. Head the party was furnished 
with an ambulance, and, chaperoned by Mrs. Read, we vis- 
ited the Indian stores and the reservation. On the Satter it 
is stated 1,000 Indians live. Standing Rock is named from a 
dirty, bluish-colorvd rock, about two anda half feet high, 
about one foot wide at its base, and about six inches at its 
top, which stands on a cliff near the fort. 

At Fort Yates we saw the dog Rusty, which, with the 
scout Curley and the horse Comanche, were the only sur- 
vivors of the Custer massacre. The dog is a mon: , and 
is quite old, and is unable to walk; still it is tenderly cared 
for by the soldier boys at Fort Yates on account of the sad 
memories it recalls. While Sitting Bull is nominally the 
“ big chief,” there is a subordinate chief by the name of 
Gaul, whom the officers cf the post think is the most intel- 
ligent Indian they ever met, and it is he who wields a greater 
influence than does old Sitting Bull himself. P,

One of the little speeches made by Gen. Sherman 
at the reunion of the Army of the Tennessee in Rock 
Island, Ill., on Sept. 15, was as follows: 


Mr. Lunpy AND Gov. OGLEsBY: I thank you in the name 
of the Society of the Army of the Tennessee for the hearty 
welcome you have giveo us and for the kindly logs 
which meet us at every corner of your streets. e Army 
of the Tennessee is fast going into history, and of the few 
men. who are here to-night known to me personally, but 
may not be known to the audience, many of them com- 
muanded armies,some divisions, some b es, s0me were 
staff officers. | remember them all; but it ie very bard for 
me even at this time to see before me the old soldiers that 
marched and tramped with us through the South, yet each 
and every one of them is an ems, is in himself a history. 
and he can tell the tale of the war better than I can, and 
better than any one who did not cross the Ohio during the 
war. The Army of the Tennessee took its name from the 
River Tenuessee, just as the Army of the Potomac took its 
naine from the River Potomac, the Cumberland from the 
Cumberlan«, the Ohio from the Ohio, the Mississippi from 
the Mississippi. We naturally divide into tamilies in ordi 
life. So armies take family pames,and the Army of the 
ennessee was that small body of men which, led by Gen. 
Grant, went up the Teunessee River in the winter of 1861-2, 
and first fought at Henry and wonelson. At that time it 
was not known as the Army of the Tennessee, but soon 
after it grew into a name, and then fought at Shiloh, after- 
wards at Vicksburg, and finally, after—I don’t want to call 
it a defeat, because I know | might not convince some of 
my Cumberland frieuds—but after the sbaking up oe got 
at Chickamauga we went to their relief. ([Laughter.)

PENSACOLA NOTES. 


THE summer has peared quietly and pleasantly at this sta- 

tion, andthe arrival of fall, though Icss perceptible than in 
the Northern States, is yet marked by the shorter days and 
cooler nights. Frequent rains and persistent breezes from 
the great Gulf have robbed the long hot_ season of many of 
its discomforts, and the navy-yard and Fort Barrancas are 
actually looking greener and fresher now than in May. 

Among the marines, who are the most numerous body of 
Government people here, good heaith hes prevailed, and the 
emergency tents pitched carly in the scason by Captain 
Cochrane for possible ‘ever patients have thus fur been ten- 
antless. Only a few cases of climatic discase have occurred 
since Jast January, and none of these at all serious. 

As precautiopary measures, the men were provided for 
the summer campaign with tbin flannel jackets, plenty of 
white linen trousers, straw hats, mosquito bars, pure cool 
water, and sleeping quarters in an immense mold loft be- 
longing to the Construction Department. The guard duty 
was also made as light as possible, and the sentinels author- 
ized to rest their pieces in safe places after they were posted. 
Salt water bathing was encouraged and alcoholic liquors 
discouraged, and thus the marines have gotten through the 
hot weather finely. 

The reports of yellow fever at Ship Island and Biloxi at- 
tracted attention, of course, but excited no alarm because 
of the confidence repoved in the vigilance of the Boards of 
Health of these Gulf cities, Commerce,a more important 
matter than philanthropy or sentiment, furnishes a great 
safeguard. 

It has been observed that where yellow fever flourishes 
trade languishes, and the awakening of the Sunny South to 
this simple fact has resulted In increased vigilance and much 
incidental protection to human health. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery has recently taken 
steps to place suitable marks over the graves of those who 
have left their bones here and an examination of the ceme- 
teries directed by Surgeon J. W. Ross, U. 8. N., reveals 
about 125 graves needing much attention. Of this number 
a very large percentage has, through the decay of wooden 
head-boards, become “unknown.” It has been suggested 
in this connection to place the two Naval cemeteries, now 
somewhat neglected, under the care of the Superintendent 
of the Barrancas National Cemetery, near by, who, with a 
little additional assistance, night keep them all in the same 
highly creditable condition that his present charge is. 

By November 1, it is expected that the Fort Barrancas 
garrison, two companies of 2d Artillerv, under command of 
Cupt. J. E Wilson, now in camp ut Atlanta, will return to 
their regular station. Reports from the camp state that they 
are tired of living under canvas and will be glad to get back. 
It is likely that Col. Langdon will also return from St. Au- 
gustine. At present the post is in charge of Ord. Sergt. 
Carroll and some hired watchmen. 

Invitations for pre posals for the removal of the two miser- 
able tenements which have so long blotted the beautiful 
grounds at Barrancas are posted and it is hoped that the ides 
of November will witness the “ Oldmixon” and “ Went- 
worth ” casas neatly piled up ona back lot for kindiang—a 
victory of peace,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue San Francisco Report says: Customs officers 
searched the Alert Sept, 10 and found on her goods 
liable to a duty of 8700. 

A NOVEL steamer, the Gluckauf, Captain Fort- 
mann, arrived at New York revently from New- 
castle, England. She is built expressly for the trans- 
portation of petroleum oil in bulk, is rated at 2,600 
tons, and her capacity is 680,000 gallons. ‘The enter- 
prise is due to some prominent Bremen merchants, 
whose aim 1t 1s to counteract the inroads that Rus- 
sian oil has made on the trade in Germany. 

WE learn from Australia of a conflict between the 
German gunboat Albatross and the natives of the 
New Hebrides. It appears that the Albatross opened 
fire on the natives in revenge for the murder of 
Klein and Cullen. Twenty were Filled and many 
wounded. ‘Lhe crew of the Albatross then landed, 
whereupon the natives decamped to Pentecost 
Island, where the Upolo’s mate was wurdered. The 
Germans pursued them and opened fire with Gatling 
guns, which did terrible execution. several villages 
were burpved by the Germans. 

THE daily papers mention the fact that the Hari- 
ford, flagship of the South Pacific Station, is to go 
out of commission shortiv at the Mare Island Navy- 
yard. Speculation is indulged in as te ber successor 
as flagsmp. The Shcnandoah 1s en route for San 
Francisco, and will probably undergo extensive re- 
pairs, or perbaps go out of commission. The South 
Pacifie will thus be lett with but three cruising ves- 
sels, the Mohican, Adams, and Ircquois. Of this 
number the Mohican is crwsing among the islands 
of the Pacific, several thousands of miles distan}, 
and the Iroquois will soon require a tour at some 
Navy-yard for repairs, baving been commissioned 
about four and a half years ago. 

A LETTER lately received from a Navy officer in 
China tends to show that tbe new British Navy is 
not a success. The officer writes that he had recently 
visited ou board the rew British unarmored cruiser 
Leander, aud, from the way the officers on beard 
growled, he concluded that Great Britain does not 
lead us as much as bas been thought. They (the offi- 
cers) say her speed is by no means what was ex- 
pected of her, and even then, while on a cruising 
station, changes were constantly being made, which 
were necessary to increase both ber comfort and ef- 
ficiency. The new steel urmed despatch boat, which 
iz also in the Chinese Squadron, isas much cf a disap- 
pointment. She was calculated and built for nine- 
teen knots speed in any weutber, but at usual steam 
makes twelve knots. When forced at higher steam 
she makes but little more, is very wet, wnd rolls so 
badly tbat ber speed is decreased. Her officers, too, 
denounce her as very unsatisfactory, and do not 
hesitate to growl very loudly. 

THE Valiejo Chronicle is greatly exercised on the 
subject of the repairing of the Hartford at Callao. It 
says: “One year ago this ship was atthe Navy- 
yard. All these repairs were then veeded and asked 
for. At the same time there was an economical 
feeling on the Yard. No mouey should be wasted on 
useless repairs. The Republican methods should not 
be continued. Previousto the departure of the Hart- 
ford, the authorities asserted that ber boilers were 
uot fit to take the ship to San Francisco, avd before 
Red Rock was reached defects and weak spots began 

to show themselves. When she got down the coast

Now ske must have 2 

general overhauling. The short sightednesss of the 
authorities is now manifest. Forty thousand dollars 

iv good American money is to be spent in a foreign

Tue British sloop-of-war Cormorant’ arrived in 
San Francisco a few days ago from San Diego. 

Tne U. 8. steamer Alert has been put out of com- 
mission. She will undergo repairs at the Mare Island 
Navy-yard. 

Tue Navy Department is now informed that the 
Atlanta has not gone to sea, as was supposed, upon 
her trial trip, but is making asbort trialin Long 
Island Sound to test her speed. 

Tne proceedings in the case of Paymaster George 
R. Watkins, U. 8. Navy, who is now confined at the 
Mare Island Navy-yard, under sentence of dismis- 
su, are before P:es:dent Cleveland for action. In ad 
dition to dismissal, the court-martial sentenced him 
to three years’ confinement at hard labor in such 
prison as the President may designate. 

THE ruggestion is made that the question of fuel 
for steamers—the substitution of petroleum for coal 
—be solved by freezing petroleum, using it in the 
form of bricks. It can be packed as safely as coal, 
it is urged, even more so. Small tanks heated by 
steam would be provided to feed the furpave 
burners, and inte these tanks there might also run 
pipesfrom the bunkers to carry away all leakage 
from thawing. In this manner, it is claimed, frozen 
petroleum can be carried by a steamer that will fur- 
nish considerably more fuel for the space occupied 
than the same bulk of coal. 

Tur New York World loses no opportunity to 
criticize our naval officers. Its latest criticism is on 
the subject of the recently-discovered defect in the 
Gin. gun at the Washington Navy-yard, of which it 
suys: “The incompetency of the Supermtendent of 
the Ordaance Bureau at the Washington Navy- 
yurd and the captain in charge has been made so 
prominent that there is little doubt Secretary Whit- 
ney will be compelled to dismiss one and detach the 
other. A 6-in. steel gun has just been condemned 
after haviug been finished and pronounced by Su- 
perintendent Davis and Captain McCormick as per- 
fect. During the different periods of construction 
it was examined by the officers and superintendent, 
and regarded as all right. After being completed it 
was star-gauged and found correct as far as 
their knowledge went. Just previous to being placed 
on its carriage to be sent to Aunapolis one of the 
mechanics, on examining its powder chamber, dis- 
covered a serious defect—a sand crease where the 
metal had not been welded. He reported his dis- 
covery, when a burried consultation was held and 
the gun was condemned. It caused a loss of about 
$5,000. Superintendent Davis 1s very much exer- 
cised over the matter, and fears that the attention 
of Secretary Whitney will be called to it. Davis, it 
will be remembered. is the gentleman who holds his 
position by virtue of his strong influence among the 
church people, and bad it not been for this powerful 
organization no doubt there would have been a new 
superintendent long ago.”

BUREAU DESIGNS. 


Navy DEPARTMENT, Sept. 18, 1886. 

REFERRING to the provisions in the act entitled 
“An act to increase the Naval Establishment,” ap- 
proved Aug. 3, 1886, relating to the construction of 
two seagoing double-bottomed armored vessels of 
about 6,000 tons displacement, . . referring also 
to the notice and circular under date of the 2ist 
ultimo, inviting designs for such vessels from naval 
architects and others, I have to state that in view of 
the possibility that no satisfactory places may be 
furnished in pursuance of said action, it is deemed 
advisable that the Department be prepared with 
desiguos of its own in case of the non-acceptance of 
any designs or plans that may be furnished under 
the notice referred to. To this end it is also deemed 
advisable that the Bureau of Equipment, Ord- 
nance, Construction and Repair, and Steam Engi- 
neering should proceed without delay to prepare 
places for the construction of the armored vessels 
authorized by the act referred to, and the Chief of 
the Bureau of —_ and Recruiting, Ord- 
nance, and Steam Engineering should, together 
with Naval Constructor T. D. Wilson, U. 8. N., meet 
as frequently as may be necessary for the purpoere 
of considering and settling upon the general charac- 
teristics of such vessels. You are therefore requested 
to take such steps as may be necessary to cause to be 
performed with as little delay as practicable such 
parts of plans of the vessels in question as pertain to 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair, and to co- 
operate with the other officers above named with 
reference to general designs and general charac- 
teristics of said vessels, 

It is suggested that plans should be prepared for 
one vessel only.

COAST SURVEY. 


CapTain C. O. BouTrEeLuE, of the Coast Survey,

PENSION WORK OF THE YEAR. 


COMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS BLACK has filed with the 
Secretary of the Interior his report of the operations of the 
Pension Bureau for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1886. On 
June 30 last there were 365,783 pensioners on the rolla, com- 
posed of 265,854 Army invalids, 80,162 Army widows. minor 
children and dependent relatives, 2,963 Navy invalids, 1,877 
Navy widows, minor children, ete., 1,530 survivors of the 
War of 1812, co | a loss during the year of 1,406 of this 
class. There were 13,397 widows of soldiers of the War of 
1812, showing a loss during the year in this class of 3,815. 
Twenty-four original claims were filed in this class during 
the year; the names of 304 additional widows appeared on 
the rolls :40,857 new pensioners were added to the rolis durin; 
the year; 2,229 were restored to the rolls; 23.089 pensioners 
names were dropped from the rolls on account of death, re- 
marriage and frauds, leaving a net increase in the roll of 
20,685 names. The annual average value of each pension was 

122.23, a gain of $11.68 over the average value of the preced- 

g year, The azgregate annual value was +44, be- 
ing an increase in annual value of $6,617,041.51. The amount 
pa 0 for pensions during this year was $68,797,831.61 ; the dif- 

erence in the amount paid and the annual value Sapenanat 
ing the accrued and arrearage pensions paid during the year,

The work at this ordnance yard is carried 
on without ostentation; there is no flourish of trumpets 
accompanying its operations; it is not advertised,and the 
people do not yet know how much they owe to the ordnance 
officers of the Navy for the initiation of this new industry, 
which enables us to assert our ability to advance in this 
manufacture through the incontrovertible proof of work 
accomplished. The results are meagre in quantity, and at 
the present rate of manufacture it will require many zsare 
to equip our ficet with modern artillery; this should be 
remedied, as there is now no doubt as to the success of the 

roductions of this establishment. The plant should be en- 
| he on a liberal and well-matured plan, and the work 
should be encouraged by generous appropriations, 

The ordnance officers of the Navy have proved their ability 
to carry on the work successfully; they only need the op- 

rtunity, and they will establish the artillery of the United 
Bintes avy in a position of which the country may again 
be proud.

THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


IN the lecture before the Naval War College, by 
Lieutenant RopGERs, on Naval Staff Duties, attention 
was called to the fact that in every great power of 
Europe there are ‘‘ peace footings ” and ‘ war foot- 
ings” for both Navy and Army, but in none of 
them is there a ‘‘ peace Navy } or a “‘ peace Army.” 
Every Army and Navy in Europe 1s during peace a 
great training school for war ; and intelligence and 
education are insisted upon as essential. The art 
of war should be studied only atter an officer has 
arrived at full manhood, and therefore most Gov 
ernments have established separate institutions for 
nearly all arms of service, where officers may study 
strategy, grand tactics, and all the sciences con- 
nected with mcdern war. The highest of these 
military or naval schools are war academies spe- 
cially designed to qualify officers who have been in 
either of the Services not less than three or four 
years, for high command and the performance of 





duty on the staff, Suggesting then the war colleges 


of Europe as models for our own, Lieutenant 
RopGers then gave a very interesting description of 
those established by the great powers, both for the 
Army and the Navy, and explained the principles 
of the School of War in Italy at Turin, showed 
how the means of providing an efficient body 
of staff officers for the immense Army of Russia 
had led to the establishment of the Nicholas Staff 
Academy at St. Petersburg, its object being to train 
officers for the general staff, and referred to the 
War School of Austria, intended to qualify officers 
for high command and for employment in the staff. 

Speaking of the German method for higher edu- 
cation for officers, Lieutenant RopGERs said : 


It was the splendid work of her staff that enabled Ger- 
many in the Franco-Prussian war to mobilize her enormous 
Army in nine days, and to throw 400,000 fighting men and 
1,200 guns on the frontier in eight days more. It was the 
knowledge of the science of warfare obtained at the War 
Academy at Berlin that enabled that General Staff to do the 
splendid work that crushed the greatest military power of 

urope in less than a year. 

The great powers of Europe have each established a 
branch of the naval service which corresponds exactly to 
the General Staff of the Army, and is known as the General 
Staff or Intelligence Branch at the Admiralty or Ministry of 
Marine. And what is true of the armies of Europe applies 
with equal truth to her navies : a corps of officers trained 
and educated in the science of naval warfare has been found 
necessary to execute the duties of General Staff and to hold 
Ingh command in the naval service. France has established 
a War School for officers of marine artillery and infantry. 
It is true that the War Academy in its full sense has not yet 
become a distinct feature in the naval institutions of Eu- 
rope. But the tendency is decidedly in that direction, and it 
is merely a question of a few years when it will be estab- 
lished through a full recognition of its absolute necessity. 
England has the Koya) Naval College at Greenwich. In 
Germany the Naval School and Naval Academy form two 
establishments. In Italy there is no advanced course for the 
higher education of officers after graduation as cadet. 

We have seen that every great nation except ours has es- 
tablished a War Academy for the education of its Generals, 
and the instruction of staff officers who are to advise and 
assist them. The corresponding courses of the,great naval 
schools of Europe also indicate that the War Academy is to 
become the cornerstone of her naval systems and that, in 
part, it is already and soon wil! be fully established as a spe- 
cial institution for the education of the Admirals of the 
great powers and the instruction of the staff officers who 
are to advise and assist them in the operations of the navies 
of the future. 


Lieutenant RopGers finally gave a sketch of the 
General Staff in our Navy, and of the duties per- 
formed at the Navy Department by the Intelligence 
Office. He showed that although it is in its infancy 
already a great and useful work has been Cone, 
and urged that the officers who do that work should 
be specially trained and specially educated in the 
science of naval warfare, and in all that pertains 
toit. Can this be done? Our Government an- 
swers the question on this ground and says: ‘‘ Yes, 
in the War College on Coasters’ Harbor Island.” 
And so it can. This institution is growing in favor. 
Let us not fear; Congress will support it as long as 
its students show that the Service and the country 
are gainers by its maintenance; and all will recog— 
nize the War College not only as the cornerstone of 
our Intelligence system, but when coupled with 
the interchange between the staff and line, as the 
school of instruction for all of the Commanders of 
the naval forces of our country. The squadrons of 
our Navy are absolutely without anything that can 
be called a staff, in the sense herein meant. 

Naval actions in future will probably consist of a 
series of movements, ceasing only when the victory 
shall have been won. A constant supervision of 
the ships of the fleet must be kept up. By whom 
is the Admiral to be assisted? Not by the Captain 
of his flagship. He has his own ship to look after. 
By the Captain of the fleet? But the existence of 
such an officer presupposes the existence of a staff, 
andif a staff is worth having, it is at least worth 
while to train it for its duties. The work of procur- 
ing intelligence, arranging combinations, provid- 
ing and establishing depots for supplies, will be far 
more laborious thanin our former wars it has ever 
been, and an Admiral who finds himself about to 
conduct a campaign would probably hail with de- 
light the presence of a body of staff officers whose 
minds, not preoccupied with the cares and duties of 
their own particular ships, might be devoted to 
these subjects. Indeed, it is scarcely possible to 
contemplate the contingency of our being involved 
in war without feeling convinced that a staff of 
some kind will be formed. 

With reform in our civil service; with the 
sentiment of young and vigorous national life ; 
with liberty as our watchword ; with railways and 
telegraphs leading to our frontiers; with an Army 
and Navy armed with breechloaders organized on 
modern principles, and commanded by generals and 
admirals skilled in the art of war, what invader 
might we not repel, to what seas might we not 
carry our standard ? Lieutenant Ropeers, in his ex- 





cellent lecture opens a way to the science of war, 
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and the necessity for an organized staff in our 
Army and Navy must be recognized by everybody. 








THE APACHES AT FORT MARION. 

THE majority of the Indians, men, women and 
children, sent from Arizona, are now mainly at Fort 
Marion, Fla., in charge of Colonel L. L. Langdon, 
U. 8. A.; Geronimo, Natchez, 19 bucks and 13 
women and children are still at San Antonio where 
they will remain until President Cleveland, now re- 
turned to Washington, decides what disposition 
shall be made of them. Captain Dorst arrived at 
Fort Marion Sept. 18 from Leavenworth with ten 
bucks, three squaws, end three interpreters, includ- 
ing Chato, a Chiracahua; Loco, the head man of 
the Warm Spring Indians and the interprete:; Micky 
Free, a half-breed Mexican; White Concepcione, a 
pure Mexican, and Sam Bowman, a Cherokee half- 
breed. This party are under pay as Indian scouts, 
and form the delegation that recently went to 
Washington to petition the President that they 
should not be removed from their reservation. 
They appear resigned to their fate, but do not rel- 
ish the change at all, and are averse to mingling 
with the other Apaches previously at Fort Marion. 
Lieutenant Colonel J. F. Wade, 10th Cavalry, 
with Surgeon Cleary and Cos. E, 22d Infantry, and 
K, 8th Infantry, arrived at Marion Sept. 20 with 
381 Indians, and turned them over to Colonel Lang- 
don. 

The Indians previously in Fort Marion were 
brought there last spring. They are in num- 
ber as follows: Number of men married, 10; un- 
married, 4; number of women whose husbands are 
with them, 12; number whose husbands are in the 
West, 20; children who are apparently under 14— 
male, 17; female, 8; number of half-grown youths, 
2. To this should be added a female infant born 
Sept. 13, a daughter of one of the wives of GERONIMO 
(Heronimo). This squaw has been a prisoner at St. 
Augustine since last April. Colonel LAN@poNn, com- 
manding the fort, has named the child Marion. 
It will be noticed there are ten men married and 
twelve women whose husbands are with them. The 
inference will naturally be drawn that some of the 
squaws do not have the whole of a husband. The 
Indians are comfortably lodged in tents, floored and 
framed, and pitched on the terre-plein. They are 
well fed, and as well clothed as their preference for 
unencumbered limbs will permit. They are fre- 
quently, almost daily, taken out to exercise on the 
outskirts of the town. Of course the presence in 
St. Augustine of these aborigines attracts many 
people, who are naturally desirous of visiting them. 
Passes have been issued toa limited extent and 
under certain restrictions, but even with all the care 
exercised the number of applicants for permission 
to enter the fort has increased to such an extent as 
to be an inconvenience. Colonel LANGDON does not 
believe these Indians were sent there for an exhibi- 
tion, however willing some tourists may be to make 
them one, and has therefore directed that no 
more passes be granted to visit the Indians. 
As many people come from a distance for this pur- 
pose, to save them from disappointment hereafter 
an official notice has been published in the Florida 
papers that permits musi not be expected by people 
visiting St. Augustine for that purpose. 








MEXICO AND THE UNITED STATES. 


WE alluded some time ago to the slow progress 
of the difficulties which finally resulted in the war 
with Mexico and the acquisition of California. It 
is interesting to review the various steps in our 
progress toward war from the 15th of October, 
1885, when Mr. Gorpo Tiza, the Mexican Minister, 
complained of infractions of neutrality, asked for 
and obtained his passports, terminated his mission, 
and appealed to the American peopie in a pamphlet 
address against the acts of their Government. The 
year following, Mr. Eis, the American envoy to 
Mexico, demanded his passports, and diplomatic in- 
tercourse between the two countries was suspended. 
On the 8th of February, 1837, President Jackson de- 
élared in a message to Congress, with reference to 
the Mexican outrages, that ‘‘the length of time 
since some of the injuries had been committed, the 
Tepeated and unavailing applications for redress, 
the wanton eharacter of some of the outrages upon 





the persons and property of our citizens, upon the 
officers and flag of the United States, independent 
of recent insults to this Government by the late ex- 
traordinary Mexican Minister, would justify, in the 
eyes of all nations, immediate war.” 

The independence of Mexico was acknowledged 
on the 1st of March, 1887. April 11, 1839, a treaty 
of indemnity was concluded with Mexico, and the 
American claims referred to a commission which 
sat in Washington from Aug. 25, 1840, to February, 
1843, adjourning finally without settling all the 
claims in dispute. The Mexican Government asked 
and obtained an extension upon those allowed. On 
the 27th of November, 1838, the French captured 
the Castle of San Juan d’Ulloa and forced the col- 
lection of claims due to French citizens. 

Meanwhile diplomatic intercourse between the 
United States and Mexico had been resumed, but 
the relations between the two countries continued 
strained, because of the agitation in the American 
press and the American Congress of the question 
of annexing Texas, over which Mexico still claimed 
sovereignty. The act admitting Texas into the 
Union became a law on the 3d of March, 1845, and 
on the 6th of March, 1845, the Mexican Minister 
again protested and demanded his passports. 

By an ordinance of July 4, 1845, Texas accepted 
annexation, and a dispute as to the boundary be- 
tween her and Mexico immediately followed. Mr. 
SLIDELL was sent to Mexico as plenipotentiary to 
arrange this and other matters, but the Mexican 
Government refused to receive him, and he was 
granted his passports on the 17th of March, 1846. 
Meantime General TayLor had been gathering a 
force on the Rio Grande, and on the 4th of April, 
1846 the numerous threats of war with which the 
Mexicans had spiced their correspondence took 
shape in action, and General ARISTA was directed 
to cross the Rio Grande and attack and destroy by 
every means in his power, the American Army, 
which on the 8th of March had marched from Cor- 
pus Christi. The result is told in the history of our 
war with Mexico. 

We have advanced as far this time as sending a 
special agent to Mexico to obtain information on 
which our State Department can act. His advent in 
the City of Mexico was signalled by a remarkable exhi- 
bition on the part of the American Consul, Mr. PorcH, 
who sets all the newspapers agog with scandalous 
stories about his diplomatic colleague. Whether 
true or false, they should not have been published by a 
Government official whose proper course was to report 
them only to their common superior. What would 
be thought of an officer of the Army or Navy who 
should give to the newspapers what was in its na- 
ture a confidential despatch reflecting upon one of 
his associates? But the American method appears 
to be to conduct diplomatic negotiations through 
the newspapers. 








In answer to inquiries we publish the exact text 
of the two sections of the bill for the increase of the 
Navy, relating tothe purchase of armor. The ques- 
tion arises whether this permits the purchase of 
armor abroad, incase ‘‘contracts for furnishing the 
same ina reasonable time, at a reasonable price, 
and of the required quantity, cannot be made with 
responsible parties.” In the bill as agreed upon by 
the House Naval Committee these words were 
added after what we quote, ‘‘otherwise the Secretary 
of the Navy is hereby authorized to purchase the 
same, or any portion thereof, and import it.” The 
words italicized were stricken out before the 


passage of the bill. 


Sec. 4. That the armor used in constructing said armored 
vessels and for completing said monitors shall be of the best 
obtainable quality and of domestic manufacture, provided 
contracts for furnishing the same in a reasonable time, ata 
reasonable price, and of the required quality, can be made 
with responsible parties. Such armor shall be accepted only 
after passing such tests as shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and inserted in the contracts. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Navy shall cause one or 
more of the new vessels hereinbefore provided for to be 
constructed and one or more of the said monitors to be 
completed in one or more of the Navy-vards of the United 
States; and if he shall be unable to contract with responsi- 
ble parties to construct or complete, at reasonable prices, all 
or any of the vessels hereinbefore provided for, he shall 
cause the same to be constructed or completed in such of 
= Navy-yards of the United States as may be best adapted 
thereto. 








WE publish this week under the regimental head- 
ing the G. CO. M. order in the case of Lieutenant 
J. F. McBiatn, 9th Cavalry, whose trial has been 
somewhat of a causé celebr2. Lieutenant McBLAIN 
has resumed duty with his troop. 








TE President returned to Washington Sept. 22, 

and as Secretaries ENDICOTT and WHITNEY will join 

him the early part of next week, the settlement of a 

number of important Army and Navy cases may be 

looked for at an early date. Among the matters of 

interest to the Army demanding immediate atten® 
tion may be mentioned the selection of a Chief of 

Engineers and a Surgeon General, a decision as to 
what shall be done with Grronro, the appointment 

of the non-commissioned officers who have passed 

examining boards, and the garrisoning of Fort 
Myer. The selection of a Chief of Engineers, it is 
believed, will be one of the first of these matters 
disposed of. Ths large appropriation for rivers and 

harbors last year necessarily greatly increases the 

labor in the Engineers’ Department, and the import- 
ance of having a chief at the head of it is obvious. 

Nothing has occurred lately to alter the general be- 
lief that Colonel Duane will be the choice of the 
President. There are no new devel«pments regard§ 
ing the Surgeon Generalship, Colonel SUTHERLAND'S 

chances still being regarded as extremely good. In 
the Navy Department there are not so many ques- 
tions awaiting action, since most of the preliminary 
work in connection with the new cruisers has been 
done, and answers to advertisements and reports of 
boards are to be received before any further pro- 
gress can be made. Among the questions that are 
likely to receive early attention are the appointment 
of a Chief of Bureau of Construction and Repairs 
and a Paymaster General, the selection of a station 
for the Dolphin, the allotment of the appropriation 
for improving the plant at the Washington Navy 
Yard, a decision as to whether the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks shall still have jurisdiction of the 
yard in the way of care of buildings, etc., and a de- 
cision in the case of Paymaster WaTKINs, who is 
now confined at the Mare Island Navy Yard under 
sentence of dismissal and confinement in prison. 








THE order has been issued for an exchange of 
stations between Major H. Ciay Woop and Major 
W. J. Voixmar, of the Adjutant-General’s De- 
partment, U. 8. Army, the same to take effect No- 
vember 1. It is not thought that Major Woop will 
succeed Major VoOLKMAR in charge of the enlisted 
branch, as it is presumed that Major ScHwaN will 
have sufficiently familiarized himself with the du- 
ties of this branch to take charge of it by the time 
Major VOLKMAR goes away. It is more probable 
that Major Woop will be assigned to duty in the 
pension branch in the place of Major Warp, whose 
relief from duty at the War Department is looked 
for when he has finished his duty in connection with 
the Fort Brady Board. 








Our National Guard should not overlook the les- 
son taught them by their ill success in the skirmish- 
ers’ match at Creedmoor. Two of the militia teams 
led the regular team in the Hilton Trophy match, 
but when it came to the match that tested the 
capacity of the participants to shoot under the con§ 
ditions most nearly simulating those of the battle- 
field the professionals came in so far ahead that the 
militia were not to be mentioned with them. The 
best National Guard team, the Thirteenth New 
York, made oniy 257, while the lowest Army team, 
that from the Fourth Artillery, made 689. The 
Engineers scored 748, and the Fifth Artillery 691. 





THE file and record clerk of the Navy Depart- 
ment, Mr. M. 8S. THomPson, has completed the man- 
uscript for the book to contain all General Orders, 
Court-martial Orders of officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, bureau circulars and death notices 
issued from the Navy Department since 1863. Thia 
valuable compilation will be published by the Navy 
Department and distributed throughout the Naval 
Service some time during the autumn. 








A REVISION of the 1. S. Navy Regulations, the 
last edition of which bears date of 1876, has been 
ordered, and Lieutenants CHARLES A. BRapBURY 
and T. E. D. W. VEEDER are now engaged upon the 
work. A number of important changes may be 
looked for.

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THE London Ariny and Navy Gazette is disposed 

to be sareastic on the subject of our pew 8-in. Army 
gun. Itsays: ‘* Whilst the public mind is disturbed 
and the Press convulsed by the windy upheavings 
from quasi-artillerists’ ‘gas’ and fire-damp, it is as 
well to know that a very considerable Power in the 
world seems to be more arriére in the Ordnance race 
than we are said to be, for it is only this week we 
have, in the ARmMy AND NAvy JouRNAL, an account 
of ‘ The first 8-in., all-steel, gun ever constructed in 
America, after designs by the Army Ordnance De- 
partment!’” Here follows the description trom the 
JOURNAL, and the article concludes: as follows: 
“«The other trials will go on as soon as they get 
enough standard powder for 10 consecutive rounds!’ 
Just imagine such a statement in one of our papers! 
How our patriots would rage and howl! ‘Not 
powder enough for 10 rounds!’ ‘Splits! cracks! 
enlargements! openings! the breech block opening 
with difficulty! monstrous!’ The Americans have 
now only to accuse the Ordnance Departinent of 
corruption and they will be on the fair way to get a 
good system all round. Wegive a cut of the car- 
riage, which seems strong and simple, as well as of 
the gun, which, it will be seen, is of the dungerous 
type—-t. e., a long thin chase.” The same paper finds 
another subject for criticism on this side of the 
water, sayivg: “ There is, if we are to judge from 
passages in our Service contemporaries, an affection- 
ate custom in the United States Army which is 
ubique, and in one sense characteristic of a family 
and domestic feeling in the ranks of the Republican 
regulars across the Atlantic. When a ‘popular’ 
private dies, the sergeant of his company convenes 
a meeting of the rank and file, where solemn resolu- 
tions are passed, after a ‘Whereas it has pleased 
Almighty God to remove So and-so,’ lamenting the 
loss of the deceased, extolliug his virtues, and sym- 
pathizing with the sorrow of his relatives and 
friends, te whom these resclutions are addressed. 
Not long ago we saw an account of a meeting of the 
men of adetachment at a‘ post’ out West, where 
the resolutions of this character referred to the 
death of a little girl, the daughter of one of the 
privates, in most affecting terms.” 








Tue French papers report the fact of the trial of 
the new DeBange 13.39 inch gun at Calais, Aug. 27; 
but the muzzle and mean velocities, to ascertain 
which tbe trial was conducted, are uot published. 
This gun, said to be Colonel DeBange's last produc- 
tion, weighs 71,500 lbs., is of 13.39-inch calibre, and 
carries a projectile of 992 lbs., with an estimated 
range of over 11 miles. We have no figures as to 
the length of this gun, though the DeBange cannon 
of like calibre but weighing 11,000 lbs. in excess of 
the present one, which was exhibited at Antwerp, 
bad a length of 36 feet, 8 inches. The initial velocity 
of the Antwerp model was 1,868 feet. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact of the many accidents that have ov- 
curred to this system of heavy cannon through al- 
leged defaults of the breech design, Col. DeBange 
still enjoys the confidence of the French experts, 
and the results secured with his new creation will 
be looked for with interest. 








A party sent out under the command of Captain 
Clarence E. Dutton, O. D., U. 3. A., has succeeded 
in making a complete survey of Crater Lake, in 
Oreyon, a body of water whose shores, with the pos- 
sible exception of one point on the south, have 
never before been touched by the feet of white men. 
The party’s boats were hauled 100 miles by mule 
teams, dragged by a detail of soldiers up the snow- 
clad sides of the ridg2 which surrounds the lake, 
and lowered Dy ropes from the crest to the water, 
900 feet below. One hundred and sixty soundings 
were made, the result of which gave the general 
character of the lake bottom. Two largesubmerged 
cinder cones were found, respectively 800 and 1,200 
feet high, the rest of the bottom being flat. Captain 
Dutton believes this to be the deepest body of fresh 
water on the continent. The greatest depth at. 
tained by the sounding line was 2,005 feet. Lake 
Tahoe for fifteen miles averages 1,400 feet, the great- 
est depth recorded being 1,645 feet, four miles south 
of Hot Springs. Captain Dutton is of the decided 
opinion that Crater Lake wa3 formed “in much the 
same way as the great calderas of the Hawaiian 
Islands, by the melting of the foundatious of the 
original mountains, the blowing out of the molten 
material in the form of light pumice and fine tufa.” 








THE detailed charges and specifications in the case 
of Captain William S. Johnson, U. 8. Army, re- 
tired, who was recently reported for duplicating his 
pay accounts, have been formulated by Major 
Clous, of the Judge Advocate General's Department, 
and the Acting Secretary of War, is now having the 
detail for the Court-martial made out. The friends 
of Captain Johnson have n.ade strenuous efforts to 
prevent a trial, but the Acting Secretary of War has 
turned a deaf ear to all entreaties, and the trial will 
undoubtedly take place as stated by the JouRNAL 
two weeks ago. 





Wat Department in his behalf was Mr. Robert A. 
Phillips, the Washington broker, who drew the 
money on one of the pay receipts. He represented 
that the account was left with him with no intent 
on the part of Captain Johnson to defraud ; that it 
was filed as security for money loaned, and was pre- 
sented for payment during Captain Johnson’s ab- 
sence through a misunderstanding. This excuse the 
Department-has not been willing to accept, as will 
be shown in the specifications prepared by Captain 
Clous, which indicate that there was an intent to 
defraud. It is not known yet who will compose the 
court, but as the trial will take place in Washing- 
ton, where the accused resides, it is presumed, of 
course, that the selections will be made from among 
the officers stationed there. Captain Johnson will 
be the second retired offiver ever tmed by Court- 
martial. The first since the establishment of the re- 
tired list was Captain Page, who was tried and dis- 
missed for a similar offence in 1874. 








Tue Board of Commissioners appointed by the 
New York Legislature will meet at the residence of 
the chairman, Gen. D. E. Sickles, U.S. A., October 
5, to mark the positions and movements of New 
York State troops during the three days’ battle at 
Gettysburg. Gen. Chas. K. Graham, engineer of the 
commission, has made thorough surveys of the 
whole battle field, from which he has prepared maps 
and diagrams. Representatives of every New York 
regiment and battery engaged in the fight are re- 
quested to attend and aid in desiguating the posi- 
tions and movements of theircommands. The fol- 
lowing regiments and batteries bave not yet report- 
ed to the Commissioners or to the secretary, at bis 
office, No. 31 Cooper Union, New York city: Cav- 
alry—2d, 4th, 6th, 8th and 9th regiments. Artillery 
—3d, 5th, 10th and 15th Independent batteries, and 
B, C, E, G, I, K, M, light batteries. Infantry—43d, 
62d, 95th, 102d, 110th and 145tb regiments. They are 
requested to send their reports, as indicated, before 
Oct. 5th. 








D. W. WEAR, Superintendent of the Yellowstone 
National Park, in bis annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior, calls attention to the laws of the 
park, and says they are entirely inadequate for its 
protection. Thereport says there is more game now 
in the park of every kind than was ever before 
known. Elk, antelope, deer and mountain sheep 
are plentiful. The condition of the stock, build- 
ings, fences, roads and bridges bas been materially 
improved during the year. The disbursements were 
$39,000. The Pioncer Press reports Mr. Wear as say- 
ing, in a recent interview at St. Paul, that “the 
troops in charge are not taking proper care of the 
park, allowing the indiscriminate killing of game 
and the desecration of the formations about the 
mineral springs, and that uuless some chenge is 
made soon, great damage will result.” 





TueE Scientific American, of September 25, devotes 
two pages to an illustrated description of the fabri- 
cation of Heavy Ordnarce at the South Boston Iron 
Works, which “haz manufactured ordnance and 
war material for the United States Government for 
upward of fifty years, and during the Rebellion 
worked night and day to keep up its supply for tie 
war.” Of the 12-inch B.-L. it says: ‘ This rifle was 
mounted in June, 1885, and has been fired 137 rounds 
with charges of 265lbs. of powder and an ‘800 Ib. 
projectile. This is the best record known in 
this or foreign countries for a _ 12-inch rifle, 
with this weight of powder and projectile. A 
12-inch B.-L. steel rifle. made by Herr Krupp, has 
been fired 120 rounds. The muzzle velocity of the 
12-inch gun irvn rifle is 1,862 feet per second; pene- 
tration at 1,000 yards, 23 inches of armor; and range, 
10 miles.” 








GEORGE W. FosTER, who has extensively adver- 
tised himseif as a banker, having an office at 42 
Broadway, New York, has been arrested charged 
with swindling various parties. As his advertize- 
ment has appeared in the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL 
we call attention to the fact. If any of our readers 
have fallen victims to the wiles of Foster they will do 
well to communicate with the Chief of Police, New 
York, or with the Police Commissioners, one of 
whom is an officer of the Army, Colonel Fitz John 
Porter, retired.

‘SERGEANT D. L. Brarnarp, of the Greely Arctic 
Expediticn, is reported as saying, voncerning his con- 
templated visit to the Arctic regions in thespiiog of 
189): *“ A vessel will visit usin the spring of 1891 to 
convey us back to this country, but should “ur work 
be not fully accomplished, we would remain one 
year longer. The money to defray the expenses will 
be raised by private contribut ons, and the approxi- 
mate amount will not be far from $50,000. My ob- 
ject in waiting so long before starting is that I may 
have a thorough restoration of my broken health 
and to enable me to provide for the use of the ex- 
pedition a complete and reliable set of instruments 
and a full and complete equipment for sledging and 
other work.” 








In consequence of the length of time since the ad- 
journment of the Court that tried the cadets of the 
Military Academy and its transmittal to Washing- 
ton of the proceedings in the case of the principal 
offenders, it is thought tbat their sentence is, at 
least, suspension, if not dismissal. The punishment 
awarded the privates of the Ist Class who took 
part in the 28th of August affair,is to be con- 
fined to the area of barracks and gymnavium 
uutil July 1, 1887, and to walk extra tours every 
third Saturday. This, of course, takes away all of 
their cadet privileges and will prevent from gradu- 
ating what 1s left of the clase next June, detaining 
them nearly three weeks later. They will also have 
to go into camp next year and remain in that part 
east of the color line. 








We find the following despatch from London in 
the daily papers: 


C. Lormiore Jackson, of Charleston, W. Va., is one of the 
passengers on board the Aurania, arriving at New York to- 
day or to-morrow. He returns after a year’s stay in London, 
fle came over bere soon after bis graduation at West Point 
in the summer of 1885, his rank being that of Lieutenant in 
the 23d Cavalry. His most intimate associate at the hotel 
where he lived was the son of an English baronet named 
Sir William Fraser, of Ledeclune. The two young men came 
in late one night, and at 4 o'clock in the worning Fraser wus 
seen to walk out of the hotel with his overcoat on, and was 
never seen or heard of afterwards. Mr. Jackson has a large 
income and will be remembered bere fora long time. 


There is no such person among the graduates of 
1885. We have also looked ut the list of cadets who 
entered in 1881 (which was the class of 1885), and 
failed to find the name. It is hardly necessary to 
say that there is no 234 Cavalry in the U.S. Army. 





REFERRING to the treasonable practices of some of 
the Spanish officers of the Barcelona garrison, a 
despatch says: “The Spanish Army is so terribly 
overcrowded with officers that promotion has for 
some time past been literally at a standstill, hence 
it is a very hot-bed of disaffection and latent mutiny. 
For a standing army of about 120,000 men there are 
no less than 600 Generals, 1,366 Colonels, 2,000 Majors, 
5,000 Captains, and 10,000 Licutenants.”’ 








No SELECTION has yet been: made of Disbursing 
Officer of the War Department in the place of Mr. 
E. M. Lawton, deceased, but Mr. Wm. 8. Yeat- 
man, Chief Clerk of the Depot Quartermaster’s 
office in Washiugton, is considered a very prominent 
candidate, and it is confidently believed by many 
that ne will be appointed when Seerctary Endicott 
returns to Washington. There are very few appli- 
cants on account of the small salary attached to the 
office and the large bond required of the person 
filling it. The law requires that the selection shall 
be made from the 4th class clerks of the War De- 
partment, and very few of these care for the in- 
creased responsibility when the difference of pay is 
so small. 





THE annual report of the Board of Visitors to the 
West Point Military Academy has not yet been re- 
ceived at the War Department, aud no intimation 
has been given as to when it may be expected.

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THE FALL MEETING AT CREEDMOOR. 


Tue Fourteenth Fall Meeting of the National Rifle 
Association lasted through the week commencing 
Monday, Sept. 13, and ending Saturday, Sept. 18. 
While the weather was unusually cool, with an oc- 
casional shower in the begianmg days, the bigh 
winds which prevailed during the entire meeting, 
either as fishtails, or diagonally across the range, 
nterfered somewhat with good shooting. Yet 
the scores made are, cn the whole, quite credit. 
able. The meeting, what there was of it, was quite 
successful, the credit for which is mcstly due to the 
able management of 1st Lieut. E. L. Zalinski, of the 
5th Artillery, as executive officer. There were fewer 
protests and controversies than on any previous oc- 
casions, 2vd the settlement of any questions that 
arose invariably gave gencral satisfaction. The 
Regular Army, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut sent teams, but the attendance at the 
meeting was uecverthcless far from satisfactory. 
Compared with the crowds which were wout to as- 
semble here when Crecdmoor was first started, the 
range looked deserted atall times. Thescheme of the 
association to revive the enthusiasm in rifle shoot- 
ing by ivcreased casb prizes did not turn out accord- 
ing to expectations. The lack of enthusiasm and 
the apathy of the military as well as the civil 
public, can be proven by one glanve at the names of 
the participants in the matches and the prize win- 
ners. On all sides we find the well known famil- 
iar names of those who have figured as crack 
shots and habitu(s of Creedmoor for years, but no- 
where can be found the addition of a shovter of 
prominence hitherto unknown to fame. While 
crack shots are not born every day, yet if practice 
were more general, and kept up with required regu- 
larity and steadiness, there would certainly be an 
occasional infusion of new and young blood into the 
ranks of our prominent marksmen. Under present 
condition the rave is bouad to die out in due course 
of time. : oa : 

Creedmoor is declining for lack of support. While 
it is matter of great regret, the fact can no Jonger 
be concealed, and it is generally acknowledged. 
Yet an institution of its kind is so important that its 
loss would be a national one. : 

By many who ciaim to be well informed the de- 
cline is ascribed to false er effete management. In 
this there may be some truth, but if there is, then 
the remedy lies with the National Rifle Association 
itself, which if the management is unsatisfactory 
can establish any system tending to a more suc- 
cessful conduct of its affuirs. One thing is cer- 
tain, that if the range is not better supported, 
and frequented oftener by increased numbers of 
shooters, its discontinuance is only a natter of time. 
An increase in the attendance, which paturally car- 
ries with it a new impetus in rifle practice and im- 
provement in the fivancial status of the organiza- 
tion, is out of the question so long as the range 1s 
situated at Creedmoor. A visit there requires the 
loss of an entire day, and not inconsiderable ex- 
pense. Only few men can afford either, and even 
these when they find the shooting ground deserted 
naturally lose heart and remain away. Tbe removal 
of the range to a more accessible ground with rapid 
and cheap transportation is one of the first condi- 
ticps upon which the life of a National or State 
shooting ground depends. The realization of the 
project of establishing a range at the Van Cortlandt 
property in Westchester county seems as remote as 
ever, and this compels us to look in the opposite 
direction, where doubtless a suitable place could be 
found on Staten Island, whichis within easy reach 
from the city and accessible ut all times at a cheap 
rate of transportation. Prominent members of the 
aussociution regard the establishment of a range on 
Staten [-land with favor, and the matter seems une 
well worthy of consideration. Reduced expenses, 
and less loss of time, suitably bandicapping the 
“distinguished ” riflemen who now manage to carry 
off all the fattest prizes, the preparation of a dif- 
ferent programme from those hitherto used, would 
doubtless tend to give to the shooter of ordinary 
ability renewed bope of success. and cousequently 
increase the popwlarity of a range. Many other 
things might be mentioned, but we do not intend to 
£0 into a fuller discussion of the subject. It is abso- 
lutely necessary, however, that something decisive 
and different from measu:es heretofore taken must 
be done or rifle shocting in New York will become a 
thing of the past. Before, however, blaming the 
assoviation for everything, it seems only just to say 
that riflemanship also suffers at the bands of those 
who want to win high prizes with small entries and 
by bad shooting, and then become discouraged be- 
cause they find this impracticable. ; 

The Division of the Atlantic Team, which won the 
Hilton Trophy for two years in succession, lost it 
this year to the Massachusetts Team, which did re- 
murkably good shooting and won several important 
matches, as will be seen from the scores which fol- 
low. The pistol match, a novelty, was easily won 
by the Regulars, as was the Skirmish Match also, 
Which shows that neither skirmisbing nor pistol 
practice receives due attention in the National 
Guard, 

Lieut. E. L. Zalinski was ably assisted in his ardu- 
ous, and, at times, disagreeable, duties by Col. Chas, 
k. Bridge, late Asst. Qm.-Gen., 8. N. Y., and Lieut. 
W. P. Pickett, 23d Regt.. who presided over the 
Statistical Department in a very satisfactory wan- 
her. In this Department, bowever, there should be 
more assistance as there was too much delay in 
Eettivg at the correct scores. : f

THE STATE TROOPS. 
MUTINY OR DISCIPLINE. 


IN any organization but a military one antics like 
those of the malcontents of the 13th regiment might 
properly be treated with ridicule as the actions of 
a lot of violent but harmless cranks, or, if thought 
worthy of a more serious sentiment, they might 
rouse the spectator’s pity because those engaged 
“know not what they are doing.’’ In a regiment of 
would-be soldiers, however, there is no other light in 
which to view the matter than that of discipline, and 
in this light the participants in the unbecoming de- 
monstrations which have degraded the 13th regi- 
ment in the eyes of the military of the entire coun- 
try, are no more nor less than mutineers in the 
plainest sense of the word. They should one and 
all be dealt with according to the strictest applica- 
tion of the law. [t is hardly possible that these 
men have ever been properly instructed as to the 
responsibilities they assumed when taking the en- 
listment oath, and that the regiment has been man- 
aged on false principles is beyond doubt. Yetif or- 
dinary intelligence did not teach the men that they 
were committing a serious offence, those who knew 
better and thought well of the regiment have told 
them; without avail, however. They have taken 
their own course and the result is on their own 
heads. Tbereisand has been no excuse whatever 
for any imprvuper demonstrations. The Colonel elect 
had enough stamina to forbid the use of the armory 
or any of its rooms forany “indignation meeting,” 
but he could not prevent such a gathering in a pri- 
vate locality, and accordingly a meeting was held 
on Friday evening, Sept. 17. While there was nei- 
ther method nor sense in the gathering, those pres- 
ent showed beyoud doubt that they are thoroughly 
saturated with the spirit of insubordination, and 
that a not inconsiderable portion of the regiment is 
nothing but a mob, entitled to no consideration or 
concessions whatever. In view of these facts it 
seems strange that a former Colonel of the regiment 
in an otherwise evidently well meant communivation 
advises the crowd to be “generous.”’ In what manner 
and according to what principles can soldiers in open 
mutiny show their ‘generosity’ to those in lawful 
authority over them, and against whose authority 
they are rebelling? Advice of this kind is calcu- 
lated to strengthen the men in their dangerous 
course, and is not the present outbreak the result 
of such false doctrines? Generosity in this case, if 
it is to be practiced at all, can only emanate from 
those who hold proper authority, and as matters 
look there are numerous cases where it would be 
decidedly misplaced. If the 13th is to come out of 
this crisis sound, and if it desires to regain the con- 
fidence of the public, it must convince those who 
understand military matters that it is a disciplined 
body of men and not a headless debating clique. In 
its present condition it is uot only useless for practi- 
cal military purposes, but it stands as an evil 
eXample to the National Guard ai large. Only firm, 
rigid justice, without the slightest concession to the 
Mutineers, can again bring the regiment on an effi- 
cient military footing. 
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It is, however, not merely the damage which the 
regiment inflicts on itself which calls for attention 
and action. The affair has a wider scope, inasmuch 
as it throws disgrace on the citizen soldiery of the 
entire State. For the credit of all it is to be hoped, 
and we believe this to be a fact, that there is no 
other organization in New York where such a state 
of affairs could be brought about. But the general 
public does not know this, and the numerous ene- 
mies of the National Guard will not recognize it. 
When the next annual appropriation is asked for 
the opponents of the Guard in the Legislature will 
find in the mutiny of the 13th a handy weapon to 
combat those who ask support for the soldiers. The 
call for money upon the State increases annually, 
and although New York is more liberal than any 
other State, yet the friends of the militia claim that 
the supply of money is insufficient. Of this doctrine 
the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL has been a steady 
and staunch supporter. When, however, handsome 
armories, good uniforms, a liberal supply of arms 
and ammupition, tuxurious subsistence at the camp, 
tair pay when called on for duty, efforts in every 
direction to provide improved instruction, bring 
forth no other result than mutiny, then what other 
conclusion can be drawn but that the National 
Guard system is completely wrong from beginning 
toend? Is it worthy of liberal support? 

The State authorities bere find a question which 
their own credit and that of the troops they repre- 
sent compel them to answer in the affirmative. They 
cannot afford to let this 13th affair to go by unno- 
ticed. In view of what has happened it is hardly 
necessary to hold the usual inspection of that regi- 
ment, for no matter how bright the muskets, how 
regular the step and how precise the manual, the 
present disgrace cannot be wiped out thereby, nor 
can any precision on drill in the future be accepted 
as proof of the discipline of an organization. In 
place of the inspection let there be a thorough in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the regiment on behalf 
of the State authorities; let there be no whitewash- 
ing, but compel the regiment to prove that its con- 
dition as to discipline entitles it to a place among 
the organizations of the Empire State. 

To allow the offenders to drop quietly into line 
and cover their offence with the mantle of for- 
giveness, as proposed by some, is not the correct 
course. lf the 18th is allowed to thusrebel with 
impunity, other organizations may at any time fol- 
low a similar course. The common good requires a 
thorough investigation and exemplary punishment 
of the offenders.

IN THE FROZEN NORTH. 


WE find. in the N. Y. Herald a letter from Civil 
Engineer R. E. Peary, U. 8. Navy, from which we 
condense this account of the start on another jour- 
ney in the Arctic regions: 


GopHAVN, Greenland, June 14, 1886. 


Just at sunset two weeks ago Thursday the whaler 
Eagle, Captain Jackman, steamed out of Sidney 
Harbor, C. B., full of coal below and between decks, 
and with 60 tons on deck, headeit northward for 
Davis’ Strait. Early Sunday morning Bulle Isle 
itself was passed on the port side, the northern 
channel between it and Labrador being fuil of ice, 
and we again steamed north, the snow mottled Lab- 
rador coast showing faintly iu the distance. A little 
later and a dense fog shut out everything. At 4a. m. 
Monday, the western edge of the ice stream from 
Davis Stralt was met and during the next twenty 
hours the Eagle was forciog her way east 


across it. 
_.Once free of the pack we steamed along its eastern 
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edge during three days of fog and rain and high 
winds, with deck as level and steady as a floor. 

Next Monday morning the brown, snow capped, 
snow streaked cliffs of Disco lay dead ahead, and 
about 2 Pp. M. the ice anchors were out avd the Eagle 
made fast to the edge of the ice, which filled the 
inuer barbor of Godbavn or Lienely of the whalers. 

Men and boys and dogs dotted the ice and gathered 
at the ship’s side, the former bringing ducks, fish, 
toy kayuks, elc., for sale; the latter engaging ina 
general fight. After diuner a four-dog sledge came 
out to the “ys and in a few moments we were 
dashing over the ice to pay our respects to the Gov- 
ernor and Inspector. 

After tea the arrangements for the summer's work 
were completed, a room in the Governor’s house was 
placed at 4 disposal, men and sledges were sent to 
the ship to bring the baggage and epee ashore, 
and at 2 A. M., everything being finished, I said 
goodby to the big fisted, good hearted, devil-may- 


care captain of the Zagle and turned in. An hour| 


later the vessel’s whistle woke the echoes of the 
cliffs, and looking from my window I saw her disap- 
pearing behind the rocks bound for Melville Bay. 

The Eagle is the last of the whaling fleet this year. 
June 11 the ice left the harbor, and yesterday the 
long desired east wind came, bringing out the ice 
from Disco Bay. Last night a southwest breeze 
brougbt enough of it back to block the barbor 
again, but the land breeze to-night will probably 
drive it to sea. A small sailboat has been placed at 
iny disposal, the nutives are engaged to go with me 
to Ritenbenk, in the Waigat, where I expect to ob- 
tain an oomiak, or large native skin boat, for the 
remainder of the voyage to the mainland, and ex- 
pect to start to-morrow morning. Hans Frederick, 
one of the Esquimaux who accompanied the English 
expedition under Captain Nares, is my interpreter 
aud bead man. 

Looking from the window of the Governor’s house 
across the harbor and through a break in the cliff 
opposite, a spur can be seen jutting out into a deep 
ravine, and on its summit several cairns, one built 
by the officers from the Proteus, another by the 
present Governor, are just visible as black clots 
above the snow, while beyond and above them rises 
the interior ice or snow cap of the island of Disco. 
Throwing a gun anda pair of snowshoes over m 
shoulder and taking a long double ender petro Pie A 
in my band, | started one afternoon for this point. 
The climb over the rough rock up the steep valley 
in the bright sun was warm work, but the summit 
once reached the cool breeze made mittens very 
comfortable and ears very uncomfortable. Having 
reached the cairns at an elevation of 2,600 feet above 
the level of the sea, the snowshoes were strapped on 
and 1 stepped out upon the unbroken expanse of 
glittering snow. A half-hour’s walk brought me to 

rounded summit one and one-half miles inland 
from the cairns and 5,200 feet above the sea. This 
summit communded the southern portion of the 
island, and from it the snow cap stretched away to 
the north and northeast in undulating linea till lost 
in the fog. Its surface wus the perfection of snow- 
shoeing, in places even firm enough to support one 
without snowshoes, and upon it a man in training 
could easily travel four or five miles per hour. If at 
auy season of the year the interior of Greenland is 
in a similar state, and there seems to be no rerson 
why it should not be, a party with snowshoes and 


descent from the cairns was even harder work than 
the ascent, but the house and the tea table were 
reached at last. 


DESPATCHES have been received at the Navy De- 
partment from Lieut.-Comdr. Nichols, commanding 
the Pinta, from Sitka, Alaska, relating to the seiz- 
ure of the British sealers. He says: “Two of the 
cases have been disposed of as follows: The captain 
and mate of the British schoouer Thornton were 
tried by jury, found guilty, and sentenced eavh to 
imprisonment for 30 days and fined, the captain $500 
and the mate $300. The captain and mate of the 
American schooner San Diego waived a jury, and 
were tried before the Court; both were found guilty 
and sentenced, the captain to two months and the 
mate to one month's imprisonment. The cases of 
the two other British schooners will come up in a 
day ortwo. The captain of one wf them has disap- 
peared, and it issupposed bas committed suicide,”

THE HUDSON'S BAY ROUTE. 


CAPTAIN A. MARKHAM, British Navy, has returned 
to Montreal from an official inspection of Hudson’s 
Bay, with a view to ascertaining facts in relation to 
the navigability of the bay in connection with the 
preqeses new route to England. Capt. Markham 
eft Halifax several months ago on the Alert, and 
entered the bay at the north. He travelled over 
the proposed new route and became satisfied that 
the bay is pavigable for at least four months in the 
year.

FRENCH ARMY MANCUVRES. 
Paris, TUESDAY EVENING. 
THE army manceuvres have begun at different 


points of France. Yesterday Gen. Boulunger visited 


the camp at Chalons-sur-Marne, where operations 


ov a very large scale were carried out with thorough 
success. The 2d and 6th Divisions of Cavalry weut 


through various evolutions to the entire approval 


of the Minister of War; among the procecdings be- 
ing the preliminary phases of a battle, an attack on 
several batteries of artillery and a grand charge, in 


which all the squadrons took part. At the conclu- 


sion of these manceuvres Gen. Boulenger expressed 


his satisfaction in glowing terms, and dwelt on the 
important role which thisarm of the service is 
still called upon to play. The two divisions and the 
brigade of Cuirassiers quartered at ChAlons then 


galloped past the Minister of War, but the excessive 


heat and the clouds of dust rather marred the eu- 


joyment and the brilliancy of this fine spectacle.

to the tropical heat now prevailing. At Cappelle 
about 140 wen, two of whom bave since died, were 
taking ill, and at Landrecies and Cambrai several 
reserve wen belonging to the Ist and sith Regiments 
of Infantry were also affected. Similar mishaps are 
reported as having befallen the 14th Army Corps in 
the Drome, two reserve mep having died on the 
march at Pollignon, where the thermometer ac- 
tually registered 102 deg. Fahrenheit. Gen. Bou- 
langer has taken the matter warmly up, and has 
telegraphed to the commanders of all the Army 
Corps repeating the instructions already sent to 
them. He bas also directed that a strict investiga- 
tion shall be immediately held, with a view to as- 
certaining who is responsible for tbese disasters. 
T should add that, so far as can be gathered, the ma- 
jority of the sufferers from sunstroke were reserve 
men who were more or less out of training. 








FOREIGN ITEMS, 


A BERLIN correspondent my Oe It is plain at least 
that the situation in the East has giown much more 
simple and less alarming, and that, above all things, 
Germany must now be accused of being an obsequi- 
ous and unconditional supporter of Russia, which 
her unexplained action at first led the people to be- 
lieve she had become. 


Tue institution of one-year volunteers in the 
French Army will shortly cease to exist, and the 
consequences are already beginning to be felt, but 
in a direction which 1s of the greatest value for that 
army. As many young meu of better family, or 
such a3 have received a higher grade of educution, 
do no* care to spend three yeurs in barracks amongst 
the mon, they prefer to visit the military school of 
Saint-Cyr fer, two years, enter the army as lieu- 
tevunts, serve for one year, and then retire. The 
effect of this tendency is making itself felt at Saint- 


Cyr, for, whilst in 1885 only 1,400 young men ap- 
plied for admission, this year the number of appli- 
cants is 1,700. Although the French active army 
will Jose their servicas again after a year, they will 
form in time a valuable reserve of officers for the 
territorial forces. 

Tue Austrian Army Estimates of 1886-7 have been 
framed for a total efiective of 16,000 officers and 
250,000 men. They include a sum of nearly $1,010,990 
for increasing the pay of second captains, leu- 
tenants, aud subalterus; staff charges; aod allow- 
ances $300 each to newly promoted majors, for the 
purchase of a charger and saddlery. 

One of General Boulanger’s latest bids for popu- 
larity is a useful innovation. It is that regarding 
the system adopted in the plans of the great mili- 
tary manceuvres. For the past in France, as else- 
where, every officer, from the commender-in-chief 
to the sub-lieutenants, received in due time his pre- 
cise instructions with regard to the operations. All 
was foreseen, arranged, and settled beforehand. No 
initiative whatever was left to the generals in com- 
mand, or to the other superior officers who were left 
without any possibility of evincing their military 
talents and showing their capacity. All this has 
now been done away with, and for the first time 
two divisions, or two army corps, started from dif- 
ferent parts, not knowing where and when they 
might cowe across each other. 

In reference to the recent experiments made at 
Portsmouth to test the efficiency of indiarubber and 
abestos in closing the holes of a ship’s side when 
penetrated below the waterline by shot or shell, the 
inventor of the last named material publishes a let- 
ter in which he claims that it completely answered 
its purpose. The undertaking made to the Ad- 
miralty was that a lining of the asbetos composition 
one or two feet in thickness, pluced inside the thin- 
nest armor plates of a man of war would render 








harmless the perforation of a ship's hull by any pro- 


jectile below the waterline, as the composition would 
automatically close the breach and prevent the ad- 
mission of water. As was stated in the report of the 
Portsmouth trials, the asbestos imme liately closed 
up again, and by so doing, this correspondent as- 
serts, it completely accom plished the object in view. 


Tue British War Office has sanctioned the bleasing 
of the colors of a British regiment by a priest of the 
Church of Rome. The new colors of the lst Bat- 
talion of the Royal lLrish Regimert, presented at 
Devonport. were sprinkled with holy water and 
blessed in the Latin tongue according to the formula 
of the Romish'Cbhurch by the Rev. Father O’ Flaherty. 
Lord G. Hamilton said in Parliament recently in 
reply toa question: “Tae embarkation on troop- 
sbips of Roman Cutholic chaplains on eavh voyage, 
is contingent on the uumber of Catholic soidicrs 
taki passage, but, as matter of fact, a Roman 
Catholic chaplain was embarked on each voyage of 
the Indian troopsbips last season.”’ 


THE correspondent of the Soleil, who is attending 
the mancuvres in the Gironde, threw the boule- 
vards into a state of great excitement by misusder- 
standing or pretending to misunderstand General 
Boulanger’s speech at a banquet of the officers there. 
He really congratulated tbe army on having substi- 
tuted aggressive for defensive tactics in the strategy 
of the Autumn manguvres, but the reporter made 
him say France would henceforth take the offensiye 
cue in European politics. Everybody. herce, 
thought Geperal Boulanger had declared war 
against Germany and leaped to the conclusion that 
an alliance with Russia had been achieved, and 
everybody, ey ae was excited. Critical 
folks complain that Gen. Boulanger probably ar- 
ranged the mistake with the journalists with the 
ebject of firing the French heart and identifying 
himself still more with the idea of revanche, wile 
aged diplomatic responsibility by an expla- 
nation.

PIN the Philosophical and Surgical Convention this 
week at Berlin Professor Virchow paid a great. tri- 
bute to America. Hesaid the presence of a large 
American delegation in the Convention was a source 
of unbounded joy to their German colleagues. The 
natural philosophers and doctors of Germany and 
America had for a long period worked shoulder to 
eee, and he hoped the good feeling would con- 
nue. 

THE details of the recruiting of the English Army 
in 1884 show that the number of recruits inspected 
was 66,882, of whom 38,994 were passed, and 27,888 
were rejected. Of 65,298, exclusive of boys under 
17, 22,172 were under 5 ft. 5in.; of these 8,732 were 
under 6 ft, 4in., and 1,137 under 5 ft.3in. Of the 
same total, 34,622 were less than 34in. in chest cir- 
cumference, 14.632 under 33 in., 4,776 under 32 in., 
and 1,664 under 3lin. Asito weight, or rather light- 
ness, 39,361 were under 130 1b., 17,804 under 120 lb., 
8,672 under 110 lb., and 1,379 were actually under 
100 1b. ! 

An English officer has invented a new description 
of service tent, called the ‘“ Tortoise.”" It is a com- 
bination military wagon and tent, having the addi- 
tional advantages of being fitted with a movable 
cooking apparatus. In this contrivance the wagon 
itself takes the place of the uprights and ridge poles 
of u marquee. Guides and guide-rope pegs, too, are 
not wanted. The canvus is spread over the hoops 
forming the roof of the wagon, from which it 
stretches out about 10 feet all around, givin 
the amplitude of the marquee in a tent area o 
about by 25 feet. To pitch the ‘ Tortoise,’’ it is 
only necessary that the sides and ends of the tent 
(strapped against the outside of the wagon) should 
be unrolled and pegged out as usual, while in pack- 
ing up the operation is merely reversed. The ‘ Tor- 
toise,” as a tent, is capable of accommodating thirty 
men with comfort, while at a pinch about sixty men 
could be placed under its cover; as a wagon, its 
whole capacity is left for transport.

THE fibrous material for defensive and leak-stop- 
ping purposes, known as Cellulose, has recently 

een the subject of experiments by means of a 
packed cofferdam on board H. M. 8. Excellent. This 
substance, which is supplied by M. Torrhilon, of 
Paris, has undergone extensive and interesting trials 
by the French naval authorities, the results of 
which we reported some time back. The trials at 
Poitsmouth have not been altogether satisfactory, 
and orders have now been given for the repair of 
the cofferdam, that further careful experiments 
may be carried out.
